1 . This Office Action is in response to Amendments and Remarks received 05/08/2007. Per 
Applicant's request, claims 1, 3, 4, 7, 9, 10, 13, 14, 15, and 16 have been amended. New claims 
19, 20, and 21 have been added. Claims 1-21 are pending. The Specification has been amended. 
Replacement Sheet Drawings are accepted. 

Specification 

4. In view of the amendments to the Specification, the prior objections are hereby 
withdrawn. 

Drawings 

5. In view of the amendments to the drawings, the prior objections are hereby withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

6. In view of the amendments to claims 7-13, the prior 35 USC 101 rejections are hereby 
withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

7. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 1-21 (to be renumbered in order) are allowed. 

9. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Griffin and other cited prior arts, taken alone or in combination, fail to teach or suggest 
all limitations of independent claims 1, 7, and 13, including: 

"controlling the test execution flow inside the test hierarchy in the event of failure 
according to a parameter value of the call to the test assertion method, the parameter values 
available for controlling the test execution flow including values specifying: 

continuing the test execution flow with a next statement in the test method; 

interrupting the test execution flow of the test method and continuing the test execution 

flow with any remaining test methods in the test hierarchy; and 
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interrupting the test execution flow of a test class containing the test method and 
continuing the test execution flow with any remaining test classes in the test hierarchy." 

Moreover, evidence for modifying the prior art teachings by one of ordinary skill level in 
the art was not uncovered so as to result in the invention. 

Thus, all remaining dependent claims, claims 2-6, 8-12, and 14-21 are allowed.
